\KJ  HERE  AS  we  did  by  our  letters  patent  under  our  great 
*  *  feal  of  Great  Britain,  bearing  date  at  Weftminfter  the 
twelfth  day  of  April,  in  the  eighth  year  of  our  reign,  confti- 
tute  and  appoint  you  to  be  our  captain  general  and  governor 
in  chief  in  and  over  our  province  of  Quebec  in  America, 
bounded  on  the  Labrador  coaft  by  the  river  St.  John,  and 
from  thence  by  a  line  drawn  from  the  head  of  that  river 
through  the  lake  St.  John  to  the  fouth-eaft  of  lake  Nipiffin, 
from  whence  the  faid  line,  crofting  the  river  St.  Lawrence 
and  lake  Champlain  in  forty-five  degrees  of  northern  lati- 
tude, pafles  along  the  high  lands,  which  divide  the  rivers 
that  empty  themfelves  into  the  faid  river  St.  Lawrence,  from 
thofe  which  fall  into  the  fea,  and  alfo  along  the  north  coaft  of 
the  bay  des  Chaleurs,  and  the  coaft  of  the  gulph  of  St.  Law- 
rence to  cape  Rozieres,  and  from  thence  crofting  the  mouth 
of  the  river  St.  Lawrence  by  the  weft  end  of  the  iiland  of 
Anticofti,  terminates  at  the  aforefaid  river  St.  John,  toge- 
ther with  all  the  rights,  members,  and  appurtenances  what- 
foev^r  thereunto  belonging,  for  and  during  our  will  and 
pleafure,  as  by  the  faid  recited  letters  patent,  relation  being 
thereunto  had,  may  more  fully  and  at  large  appear.  And 
whereas  we  did  alfo  by  our  letters  patent  under  our  great  feal 
of  Great  Britain,  bearing  date  at  Weftminfter,  the  < 
day  of  in  the  year  of  our  reign,  con- 

ftitute  and  appoint  Molineux  Shuldham^  efc*.  to  be  our  go- 
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vernor  and  commander  in  chief  in  and  over  our  ifland  of 
Newfoundland,  and  all  the  coaft  of  Labrador,  from  the  en- 
trance of  Hudfon's  {heights  to  the  river  St.  John,  Which  dis- 
charges itfelf  into  the  fea  nearly  oppofite  the  weft  end  of  the 
illand  of  Anticofti,  including  that  ifland,  with  any  other 
fmall  iflands  on  the  faid  coaft  of  Labrador,  and  alio  the 
iflands  of  Madelaine  in  the  gulph  of  St.  Lawrence,  as  alfo  of 
all  our  forts  and  garrifons  erected  and  eftablifhed  in  our  laid 
iflands  of  Newfoundland,  Anticofti,  and  Madelaine,  or  on 
the  coaft  of  Labrador  within  the  limits  aforefaid,  for  and  du- 
ring our  will  and  pleafure,  as  by  the  faid  letters  patent,  rela- 
tion being  thereunto  had,  may  more  fully  and  at  large  ap- 
kevocation  pear.  Now  know  you,  that  we  have  revoked  and  deter- 
mined, and  by  thefe  prefents  revoke  and  determine,  the  faid 
recited  letters  patent  granted  to  you,  the  faid  Guy  Carleton,, 
as  aforefaid,  and  every  claufe,  article,  and  thing  therein 
contained  ;  and  that  we  have  alfo  revoked  and  determined, 
and  do  by  thefe  prefents  revoke  and  determine  fo  much  and 
fuch  part  of  the  faid  recited  letters  patent  granted  to  Moli- 
neux  Shuldham,  efq.  as  aforefaid,  as  relates  to  the  coaft  of 
Labrador,  including  the  ifland  of  Anticofti,  with  any  other 
fmall  iflands  on  the  laid  coaft  of  Labrador,  and  every  claufe, 
article,  and  thing  therein  contained,  fo  far  as  the  fame  relates 
to  the  faid  coaft  of  Labrador,  and  the  iilands  herein  before 
CommifTion  recited.  And  further  know  you,  that  we  repofmg  efpecial 
gen^anT*  truft  and  confidence  in  the  prudence,  courage,  and  loyalty  of 
gov.in  chief  you,  the  faid  Guy  Carleton,  of  our  efpecial  grace,  certain 
of  the  pro-  knowledge,  and  mere  motion,  have  thought  fit  to  conftitute 
and  appoint  you,  the  faid  Guy  Carleton,  to  be  our  captain- 
general  and  governor  in  chief  in  and  over  our  province  of 
Quebeck  in  America,  comprehending  all  our  territories, 
iflands,  and  countries  in  North  America,  bounded  on  the 
Boundaries  fouth  by  a  line  from  the  bay  of  Chaleurs  along  the  high  land?, 
vfnee  Pr°"  wn*cn  divide  the  rivers  that  empty  themfelves  into  the  river 
St.  Lawrence,  from  thofe  which  fall  into  the  fea,  to  a  point  in 
forty-five  degrees  of  northern  latitude,  on  the  eaftern  bank  of 
the  river  Connecticut;  keeping  the  fame  latitude  directly 
weft  through  the  lake  Champlain,  until  in  the  fame  latitude 
it  meets  with  the  river  St.  Lawrence,  from  thence  up  the  eaf- 
tern bank  of  the  faid  river  to  the  lake  Ontario,  thence  through, 
the  lake  Ontario,  and  the  river,  commonly  called  Niagara, 
and  thence  along  by  the  eaftern  and  fouth  eaftern  bank  of  lake 
Erie,  following  the  faid  bank,  until  the  fame  (hall  be  inter- 
fered 
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fe&ed  by  the  northern  boundary  granted  by  the  charter  of 
the  province  of  Penfylvania,  in  cafe  the  fame  fhall  be  fo  in- 
terfered, and  from  thence  along  the  laid  northern  and  weftern 
boundaries  of  the  laid  province,  until  the  faid  weftern  boun- 
dary ftrikes  the  Ohio  ;  but,  in  cafe  the  faid  bank  of  the  faid 
lake  fhall  not  be  found  to  be  fo  interfered,  then  following 
the  faid  bank,  until  it  111  all  arrive  at  the  point  of  the  faid 
bank,  which  fhall  be  neareft  to  the  north-weftern  angle  of 
the  faid  province  of  Penfylvania,  and  thence  by  a  right  line 
to  the  faid  north-weftern  angle  of  the  faid  province,  and 
thence  along  the  weftern  boundary  of  the  faid  province,  until 
it  ftrikes  the  river  Ohio,  and  along  the  bank  of  the  faid  river 
weftward  to  the  banks  of  Miffiffippi,  and  northward  along  the 
eaftern  bank  of  the  faid  river  to  the  fouthern  boundary  of  the 
territory  granted  to  the  merchants  adventurers  of  England 
trading  to  Hndfon's  Bay  ;  and  alfo  all  fuch  territories,  illands, 
and  countries,  which  have,  fince  the  tenth  of  February, 
1763,  been  made  part  of  the  government  of  Newfoundland, 
as  aforefaid,  together  with  all  the  rights,  members,  and  ap- 
purtenances whatfoever  thereunto  belonging. 

And  we  do  hereby  require  and  command  you  to  do  and  G°v.  to  a<a 
execute  all  things  in  due  manner,  that  fhall  belong  to  your  to^h^T  - 
laid  command,  and  the  truft  we  have  repofed  in  you,  ac-  ers  an/di- 
cording  to  the  feveral  powers  and  directions  granted  or  appoint-  regions  0f 
ed  you  by  this  prefent  commiffion,  and  the  inft.ru£r.ions  and  thi^com- 
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authorities  herewith  given  unto  you,  or  by  fuch  further  according  to 
powers,  inftruclions,  and  authorities  as  fhall  at  any  time  the  King's 
hereafter  be  granted  or  appointed  you  under  our  fignet  or inftra<aions' 
fign  manual,  or  by  our  order  in  our  privy  council,  and  ac- 
cording to  fuch  ordinances  as  fnall  hereafter  be  made  and 
agreed  upon  by  you,  with  the  advice  and  confent  of  the  council 
of  our  faid  province  under  your  government,  in  fuch  manner 
and  form  as  is  herein  after  exprelFed.

The  KING's  PROCLAMATION  of  October  7,  1763.

WHEREAS  we  have  taken  into  our  royal  confederation  the  extenlive  and  va* 
luable  acquifitions  in  America,  fecured  to  our  crown  by  the  late  definitive  treaty  of 
peace  concluded  at  Paris  the  tenth  day  of  February  laft  ;  and  being  defirous  that 
ail  our  loving  fubjects,  as  well  of  our  kingdoms  as  of  our  colonies  in  America, 
may  avail  themfelves,  with  all  convenient  fpeed,  of  the  great  benefits  and  advanta- 
ges which  muft  accrue  therefrom  to  their  commerce,  manufactures,  and  naviga- 
tion, we  have  thought  fit,  with  the  advice  of  our  privy  council,  to  itTue  this  our 
royal  proclamation,  hereby  to  publifh  and  declare  to  all  our  loving  fubjecls,  that 
we  have,  with  the  advice  of  our  faid  privy  council,  granted  our  letters  patent  un- 
der our  great  feal  of  Great  Britain,  to  erect  within  the  countries  and  iflands  ceded 
and  confirmed  to  us  by  the  faid  treaty,  four  diftincl:  and  feparate  governments, 
ftiled  and  called  by  the  names  of  Quebeck,  Eaft  Florida,  Weft  Florida,  and  Grena- 
da, and  limited  and  bounded  as  follows,  viz.

under  fuch  moderate  quit-rents,  fervices,  and  acknowledgments  as  have  been  ap- 
pointed and  fettled  in  other  colonies,  and  under  fuch  other  conditions  as  fnall  ap- 
pear to  us  to  be  neceffary  and  expedient  for  the  advantage  of  the  grantees,  and  the 
improvement  and  fettlement  of  our  faid  colonies.

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An  Abftract  of  the  Contents  of  the  Aft  of  Parliament,  intitled, 

"  An  Att  for  making  more  cffeElual  prirvifum  for  the  govern- 
ment of  the  province  of  Quebec  k  in  North  America"  Faffed  in 
June,  1774. 

Art.  L  ^T^HE  preamble  ftates,  in  the  nrft  place,  that  hi? 

JL  Majefty  had,  by  his  royal  proclamation  of  Oc- 
tober 7,  1763,  declared  the  provifions  which  he  had  made  in 
refpect.  to  the  feveral  countries,  territories,  and  iflands  in 
America,  that  had  been  ceded  to  him  by  the  definitive  treaty 
of  peace,  concluded  at  Paris  on  the  10th  day  of  February, 
1763. 

Art.  II.  Then  it  ftates,  in  the  fecond  place,  that  by  the  ar- 
rangements made  by  the  faid  proclamation,  a  very  great  part 
of  the  country  fo  ceded  was  left  without  any  provifion  for 
the  administration  of  civil  government  therein,  notwithstand- 
ing there  were  feveral  colonies  and  fettlements  of  the  subjects 
of  France  in  the  faid  part,  who  claimed  to  remain  therein 
"under  the  faith  of  the  aforefaid  treaty. 

Art.  III.  Then  it  ftates,  in  the  third  place,  that  there  were 
other  parts  of  the  countries  fo  ceded  to  his  Majefty,  in  which 
fedentary  hmeries  had  been  eftabli  fried  and  carried  on  by  the 
fabjects  of  France,  inhabitants  of  the  country  called  Canada, 
under  grants  made  by  the  French  government ;  and  that  thefe 
parts  of  the  ceded  countries  had,  by  the  faid  proclamation  of 
October  7,  1763,  been  anexed  to  the  government  of  New- 
foundland, and  thereby  made  fubject  to  regulations  incon- 
sistent with  the  nature  of  fuch  fifheries. 

Art.  IV.  Then  comes  the  firft  enacting  claufe  of  the  act, 
which  directs  that  all  the  interior  parts  of  North  America  con- 
tained between  the  weftern  boundaries  of  the  old  Engiifh 
colonies  there,  the  rivers  Ohio  and  MifHilippi,  and  the  terri- 
tories of  the  Hudfon's  Bay  company  ;  and  likewife  all  the 
coaft  of  Labrador,  on  the  north  fide  of  the  gulph  of  St.  Law- 
rence, which  had  lately  made  part  of  the  government  of 
Newfoundland  ;  fhall  be  annexed  to,  and  make  part  of,  the 
province  of  Quebeck,  during  the  King's  pleafure. 

Art.  5.  To  the  next  enacting  claufe  there  is  a  preamble, 
in  which  it  is  declared,  that  the  provifions  made  by  the  pro- 
clamation above-mentioned  in  relpeft  to  the  civil  government 
of  the  laid  province  of  Quebcck,  a/id  the  powers  and  autho- 
rities

tities  given  to  the  governor  and  other  civil  officers  of  the  faid 
province,  by  the  grants  and  commiffions  iffued  in  confequence 
thereof  had  been  found  upon  experience^  to  be  inapplicable  to  the 
ftatc  and  circumflances  of  the  feud  province^  the  inhabitants  where- 
of had  amounted  at  the  conqueft  to  above  fixty-five  thoufand 
perlbns  profefting  the  religion  of  the  church  of  Rome,  and. 
enjoying  an  eftablifhed  form  of  conftitution  and  fyftem  of 
laws,  by  which  their  perfons  and  property  had  been  protected, 
governed,  and  ordered,  for  a  long  feries  of  years,  from  the  firft 
eftablifhment  of  the  laid  province  of  Canada. 

Art.  VI.  Then  comes  the  enacting  claufe  itfelf,  and 
enacts  that  the  faid  proclamation  of  October,  1763,  and  the 
commiflion  under  the  authority  of  which  the  government  of 
the  laid  province  was  at  that  time  adminiftered,  and  all  the 
ordinances  that  had  been  made  by  the  governour  and  council 
of  Quebeck,  concerning  the  civil  government  and  admini- 
juration  of  juftice  in  the  faid  province,  and  all  commiffions 
to  judges  and  other  officers  thereof,  fhould  become  null  and 
void  on  the  ift  day  of  May,  1775* 

Art.  VII.  The  next  claufe  relates  to  religion.  It  enacts 
in  the  firft  place,  that  his  Majefty's  Roman-catholick  fubjedts 
in  the  faid  province  of  Quebeck,  may  enjoy  the  free  exer- 
cife  of  their  religion,  fubject  to  the  King's  fupremacy,  as  de- 
clared and  eftablifhed  by  an  act  made  in  the  firft  year  of  the 
reign  of  queen  Elizabeth. 

Art.  VIII.  This  claufe  concerning  religion  enacts,  in  the 
fecond  place,  that  the  clergy  of  the  faid  church  of  Rome, 
may  hold,  receive,  and  enjoy  their  accuftomed  dues  and 
rights,  with  refpect  to  fuch  perfons  only  as  fhall  profefs  the 
Pvoman-catholick  religion. 

Art.  IX.  Then  follows  a  provifoe  that  it  fhall  be  lawful 
for  the  King,  his  heirs  and  fucceflors,  out  of  the  reft  of 
the  faid  accuftomed  dues  and  rights,  to  make  fuch  provi- 
fion  for  the  encouragement  of  the  proteftant  religion,  and 
for  the  maintainance  and  fupport  of  a  proteftant  clergy  in  the 
faid  province,  as  he  or  they  fhall  think  expedient. 

Art.  X.  After  this  follows  a  fecond  provifo,  by  which 
all  Roman-catholicks  in  the  province,  whether  priefts  or  lay- 
men are  exempted  from  the  obligation  of  taking  the  oath  of 
fupremacy  required  by  the  aforefaid  ftatute  of  the  firft  of  Eli- 
zabeth, or  the  oath  of  abjuration  of  the  Pope's  ecclefiaftical 
authority,  which  has  been  fubftituted  inftead  of  the  former 
by  a  ftatute  of  king  William.  And  in  lieu  of  the  faid  oath 
againft  the  Pope's  authority,  thofe  perfons  who  would  by  the 
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fiM  ftatur.es  of  queen  Elizabeth  and  king  William  have  been 
obliged  to  take  the  fame,  (as  all  perform  holding  ecclefiaftical 
benefices,  or  temporal  employments,  would  have  been)  fhall, 
if  they  are  Roman-catholicks,  take  the  following  oath  of 
allegiance  to  the  King's  Majefty,  to  wit, 

M  I  A.  B.  do  fincerely  promife  and  fwear  that  I  will  be 
(C  faithful  and  bear  true  allegiance  to  his  Majefty  king  George, 
c6  and  him  will  defend  to  the  utmoft  of  my  power  againft 
cc  all  traiterous  confpiracies  and  attempts  whatfoever,  which 
<c  fhall  be  made  againft  his  perfon,  crown,  and  dignity.  And 
"  I  will  do  my  utmoft  endeavour  to  difclofe  and  make  known 
<c  to  his  Majefty,  his  heirs  and  fucceflors,  all  treafons  and 
<c  traiterous  confpiracies,  and  attempts,  which  I  fhall  know 
'*  to  be  againft  him  or  any  of  them.  And  all  this  I  do  fwear 
<c  without  any  equivocation,  mental  evafion,  or  fecret  refer- 
"  vation,  and  renouncing  all  pardons  and  difpenfations  from 
"  any  power  or  perfon  whomsoever  to  the  contrary. 

"  So  help  me  God." 
And  if  they  fhall  neglect  or  refufe  to  take  the  faid  oath  of 
allegiance,  they  fhall  incur  the  fame  penalties  and  forfeitures, 
and  be  liable  to  the  fame  difabilities  as  are  appointed  by  the 
faid  act  of  the  firft.  of  queen  Elizabeth,  for  neglecting  or  re- 
fufing  to  take  the  oath  of  fupremacy  required  by  that  ftatute. 

Art.  XL  The  next  claufe  of  this  act  confifts  of  two  parts  ; 
in  the  firft  place,  it  confirms  to  all  his  Majefty's  Canadian  fub- 
jects  in  the  province  of  Quebeck,  except  the  religious  orders 
and  communities,  the  enjoyment  of  their  property  and  pofTef- 
fions,  together  with  all  cuftoms  and  ufages  relative  thereto,  and 
all  other  their  civil  rights,  in  as  large,  ample,  and  beneficial  a 
manner  as  if  the  aforefaid  proclamation,  commiffions,  ordi- 
nances, and  other  acts  and  inftruments,  had  not  been  made, 
and  as  may  confift  with  their  allegiance  to  his  Majefty,  and 
Subjection  to  the  Crown  and  Parliament  of  Great-Britain. 

Art.  XIL  And  in  the  fecond  place,  it  directs  that  in  all 
matters  of  controverfy  relative  to  property  and  civil  rights, 
refort  fhall  be  had'  to  the  laws  of  Canada,  as  the  rule  for  the 
decifion  of  the  fame  ;  and  that  all  caufes  that  fhall  hereafter 
be  inftituted  in  any  of  the  courts  of  juftice  that  fhall  be  efta- 
blifhed  in  the  faid  province,  fhall  with  refpect  to  fuch.  pro- 
perty and  rights,  be  determined  agreeably  to  the  faid  laws 
and  cuftoms  of  Canada,  until  they  fhall  be  varied  or  altered 
by  any  ordinances  that  fhall  hereafter  be  paffed  in  the  faid 
province  by  the  governour  and  legiilative  council  of  the  fame^ 

to  ! 
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to  he  appointed  in  the  manner  herein  after  mentioned.  This 
claufe  is  followed  by  two  provifoes. 

Art.  XIII.  By  the  firfl  provifoe  it  is  provided,  that  Nno- 
thing  in  this  aft  fhall  extend  to  any  lands  that  have  been 
granted  by  his  Majefty,  or  that  fhall  be  granted  hereafter  by 
his  Majefty,  or  his  heirs  and  fuccefTors,  to  be  holden  in  com- 
mon  foccage* 

Art.  XIV.  The  fecond  provifoe,  impowers  all  his  Ma- 
jefhy's  fubje-cts  in  the  faid  province  to  devife  both  their  goods 
and  their  lands  by  their  daft  will  and  teftament  in  the  manner 
they  fhall  think  proper,  fuch  will  being  executed  either  ac- 
cording to  the  laws  of  Canada,  or  according  to  the  forms 
prefcribed  by  the  laws  of  England. 

Art.  XV.  The  next  claufe  directs  that  the  criminal  law 
•of  England,  (which  it  flates  to  have  been  uniformly  admirii- 
ftered  in  the  province  for  the  laft  nine  years,  with  the  general 
approbation  of  the  inhabitants  thereof)  fhall  continue  to  be 
obferved  in  the  faid  province  ;  fubjecl  to  fuch  alterations  and 
amendments  as  fhall  be  made  therein  from  time  to  time3  by 
the  governour  and  legiilative  council  of  the  faid  province* 

Art.  XVI.  Then  comes  the  important  claufe  for  eftablifh- 
ing  a  legiilative  council  in  the  province.  To  this  claufe  there 
is  a  preamble,  which  flates  two  things ;  firft,  that  it  may  be 
neceflary  to  make  regulations  for  the  good  government  of  the 
province  of  Quebeck,  the  occaiion,  of  which  cannot  now  be 
forefeen,  nor  without  much  delay  and  inconvenience  be  pro- 
vided for,  without  entrufting  the  authority  to  make  them,  for 
a  certain  time,  and  under  proper  reftri&ions,  to  perfons  re*- 
fident  in  the  laid  province.  And  fecondly  that  it  is  at  pre- 
fent  inexpedient  to  call  an  affembly. 

Art.  XVII.  After  this  preamble,  this  claufe  enacts,  that  it 
fhall  be  lawful  for  the  King's  Majefty,  his  heirs  and  fuccefTors, 
bywarrant  under  his  or  their  fignet  or  fign  manual,  and  with, 
the  advice  of  the  privy  council,  to  conflitute  and  appoint  a 
council  for  the  affairs  of  the  faid  province  of  Quebeck,  to  con- 
fift  of  fuch  perfons  refident  in  the  fame  as  his  Majefty  fhall  be 
pleafed  to  appoint,  being  not  fewer  than  feventeen,  nor  more 
than  twenty -three  ;  arid  upon  the  death,  removal,  or  abfence 
of  any  of  the  members  of  the  faid  council,  in  like  manner  to 
conflitute  and  appoint  fo  many  other  perfons  as  fhall-  be 
neceffary  to  fupply  the  vacancies  c  and  that  this  council,  fo 
appointed  and  nominated,  or  the  major  part  thereof,  fhall 
have  power  and  authority,  with  the  confent  of  the  governour 
for  the  time  being,  to  make  ordinances  for  the  peace.,  welfare, 
and  good  government  of  the  faid  province* 
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Art.  XVIII.  Then  follows  a  provifoe  that  this  legiflative 
,c,ouncil  fhall  not  be  impowered  to  lay  any  taxes  or  duties  with- 
in the  faid  province,  except  only  fuch  rates  and  taxes  as  the 
inhabitants  of  any  town  or  diftrict  within  the  faid  province 
may  be  authorized  by  the  faid  council  to  affefs,  levy,  and 
apply  within  the  faid  town  or  diftrict,  for  the  purpofe  of  ma- 
King  roads,  erecting  and  repairing  pufclick  buildings,  or  for 
any  other  purpofe  refpecting  the  local  convenience  and  oeco- 
nomy  of  fuch  town  or  diftricl. 

Art.  XIX.  Then  follows  a  fecond  provifoe,  that  the  ordi- 
nances made  by  this  legislative  council  fliall,  within  fix  months 
after  the  pafFing  of  them,  be  tranfmitted  to  his  Majefty  for  his 
royal  approbation  :  and,  if  his  Majefty  fliall  think  fit  to  dif- 
allow  them,  and  make  an  order  in  his  privy  council  for  that 
purpofe,  they  fhall  ceafe  and  become  void  in  the  faid  province 
from  the  time  that  his  Majefty's  order  in  council  thereupon 
fliall  be  promulgated.  And  no  time  is  fixed  for  fuch  difal- 
lowance  :  fo  that  it  feems  to  follow  that  his  Majefty  may  dif- 
allow  the  faid  ordinances  at  the  diftance  of  forty  or  fifty  years 
after  they  fhall  have  been  palled,  or  at  any  other  diftance  of 
time  whatfoever. 

Art.  XX.  Then  follows  a  third  provifoe,  that  no  ordinance 
touching  religion,  or  by  which  any  punifhment  may  be  in- 
flicted greater  than  fine  or  imprifonment  for  three  months, 
fliall  be  of  any  force  or  effect,  until  the  fame  fliall  have  re- 
.  ceived  his  Majefty's  approbation. 

Art.  XXI.  Then  comes  the  fourth  and  laft  provifoe  to  this 
claufe  concerning  the  legiflative  council,  to  wit,  that  no  ordi- 
nance fliall  be  paiTed  at  any  meeting  of  this  council  where  lefs 
than  a  majority  of  the  whole  council  fhall  be  prefent,  or  at  any 
time,  except  between  the  fTrft  day  of  January,  and  the  firft 
day  of  May,  unlefs  upon  fome  urgent  occafion  ;  in  which 
cafe  every  member  of  the  faid  council  reiident  at  Quebeck,  or 
within  fifty  miles  thereof,  fliall  be  perfonally  fummoned  by 
the  governour  to  attend  the  fame. 

Then  comes  a  claufe  which'  enacts,  that  nothing  in  the 
faid  act  contained  fliall  extend  to  prevent  his  Majefty  from 
erecting,  by  his  letters  patent  under  the  great  leal  of  Great- 
Britain,  fuch  courts  of  criminal,  civile  and  eccleliaftical  ju- 
rifdiction  in  the  faid  province  of  Quebeck,  and  appointing  the 
judges  and  officers  thereof,  as  his  Majefty  fliall  think  necef- 
fary  and  proper  for  the  circumftances  of  the  faid  province. 

Laftly,  there  is  a  general  provifoe  to  the  whole  act,  which 
declares  that  it  is  not  intended  to  repeal  the  acts  of  Parliament 
1        '        --      ♦  •    relating 
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relating  to  the  trade  of  the  American  colonies ;  but  that  all 
thofe  a£ts,  and  likewife  all  other  a£ts  of  Parliament  heretofore 
made  concerning  thofe  colonies,  lliall  be  of  force  in  the  faid 
province  of  Quebeck.  i

Quebeck  act.

meet,  and  to  the  faid  cities,  burroughs,  towns,  villages,  or 
any  other  place  or  places  within  die  faid  province  or  territory, 
to  grant  letters  or  charters  of  incorporation,  with  all  the  liber- 
ties, franchifes  and  privileges  requHite  or  ufual,  or  to,  or 
within  this  our  kingdom  of  England,  granted  or  belonging  ;
